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Brown bin could 
soon cost you £50 


PROPOSALS to charge residents 
£50 to have garden waste recy¬ 
cled were met with opposition 
by Newmarket councillors this 
week. 

Earlier this month Suffolk 
County Council gave its backing 
to plans to charge people who 
want their green waste collect¬ 
ed, which it hopes will save the 
council £2 million a year. 

St Edmundsbury and Forest 
Heath district councils still have 
to decide whether or not they 
want to opt into the new Suffolk 
Waste Partnership or continue to 
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provide a free waste service. 

However, on Monday council¬ 
lors on Newmarket Town Council 
objected to any changes to the 
current brown bin system - with 
Cllr Mick Jefferys saying that to 
introduce a fee could be “disas¬ 
trous”. 

Cllr Jefferys, of St Mary’s ward, 
said the current brown bin sys¬ 
tem was a “fantastic” way for 
people to recycle green waste 


and that joining the partnership 
would be a step backwards. 

He said: “Forest Heath District 
Council has an enviable record 
with setting high standards with 
regard to recycling. 

“If Forest Heath follows the 
county council and changes or 
takes away the brown bins it will 
only mean more of our rubbish 
will end up on the landfill. 

“I don’t think it’s logical - I 
think it’s disastrous in terms of 
recycling.” 

Suffolk County Council is one 
of eight equal local authority 


members of the partnership, with 
others including St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council and Forest 
Heath District Council. 

A charged collection scheme 
for garden waste is already in 
place in Babergh and mid Suf¬ 
folk. 

Robin Millar, deputy leader 
of Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, and a district councillor for 
All Saint’s ward in Newmarket, 
said the proposal was part of the

COURT 

£1 million bill 
for Speedway 
track owners 


THE owners of Mildenhall 
Stadium are facing legal 
costs of more than £1 mil¬ 
lion after a battle with a cou¬ 
ple who took them to court 
over noise complaints. 

Katherine Lawrence and 
partner Raymond Shields 
won damages of £20,000 af¬ 
ter they sued the speedway 
stadium in 2010. 

The decision was quashed 
by the Court of Appeal but 
then overturned last year by 
the Supreme Court. 

At a hearing last week, the 
owners were told they had 
to pay their legal fees - be¬ 
cause the case was on a no- 
win-no-fee basis. 

The stadium’s lawyers had 
argued that expecting them 
to pay the couple’s costs un¬ 
der the Access to Justice Act 
(AJA) was against the Euro¬ 
pean Human Right Act. 

The Supreme Court ruled 
that the AJA was compatible 
with the Human Rights Act. 
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Stadium owner David 
Coventry said they were li¬ 
able to pay 60 per cent of the 
couple’s costs because the 
stadium had won part of the 
case. But he said the costs in 
the original case had been 
close to £1 million. 

He said: “The compensa¬ 
tion level we’re liable for is 
about £10,000 but with costs 
we’re closer to £1.25 million, 
if not more. There’s no mon¬ 
ey in my pocket, no money 
anywhere at all. 

“We bought the stadium 
several years ago and that 
took everything we had. 
We still owe more than it’s 
worth, especially if we can’t 
run speedway and stock 
cars there.” 

The couple said noise 
from meetings kept them 
awake and disturbed peace. 


The stadium owners ar¬ 
gued they were immune 
from proceedings as race 
days had continued for 
more than 20 years. 

The couple moved to the 
house two decades after the 
stadium was built. 

They have put in plans to 
rebuild their home, which 
was destroyed in a fire, and 
are determined to ensure 
noise is restricted. They 
have now been told they are 
entitled to an injunction. 

That would force the own¬ 
ers of the stadium to restrict 
its activities once the cou¬ 
ple’s home is rebuilt. 

Their solicitor Richard 
Buxton said: “If only they 
had done what we asked 
them to do in 2007 - instead 
we’ve had a long fight.” 

He said the argument 
that the stadium was there 
long before they bought the 
house was ‘wrong in law and 
always has been wrong.’

Patients’ views 
inform inquiry 


AN inquiry’s findings could 
help reduce the number of 
people returning to hospital 
in Suffolk. 

Healthwatch Suffolk pub¬ 
lished a report into the 
county’s hospital discharge 
process last November and it 
has now been incorporated 
into a national inquiry about 
arrangements for when pa¬ 
tients leave hospital. 

Healthwatch England’s 
inquiry brings together the 
stories of 3,230 patients, in¬ 
cluding those who live in 
Suffolk. 

It highlights failures in the 
discharge process including 
hospitals not routinely ask¬ 
ing patients if they have a 
home or safe place to be dis¬ 
charged to. 

It also outlines details of 
new medications not being 
passed on to GPs and carers 
and families not being noti¬ 
fied when loved ones are dis¬ 
charged. 

A patient-led inquiry into 
hospital readmissions by 
Healthwatch England found 
that two-thirds of people 
who are readmitted for the 
same condition return with- 
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in a week of discharge. 

The new inquiry does not 
contain recommendations 
on improving the discharge 
process. 

Instead, Healthwatch Eng¬ 
land and the Department of 
Health will now work closely 
on the issue. 

In Suffolk, Healthwatch 
will make sure local services 
are aware of the report. 

It will then ask them for re¬ 
sponses on how to improve 
local services and will feed 
back on the responses which 
are given. 

Tony Rollo, chair of 
Healthwatch Suffolk, said: 
“In our local report we high¬ 
lighted that patients were 
not receiving suitable infor¬ 
mation on discharge and 
cases where insufficient as¬ 
sessment prior to discharge 
had impacted negatively on 
the person returning home. 

“We also found that some 
patients did not feel ready 
to leave the care of the ser¬ 


vice and examples where the 
condition of the patient was 
affected where appropriate 
ongoing support had not 
been offered.” 

He added: “Replicating 
good examples is a start, but 
to truly change people’s ex¬ 
periences we need everyone 
across health and social care 
to commit to putting the 
needs of individuals at the 
heart of the discharge pro¬ 
cess, ensuring that patients’ 
discharge plans are right for 
them and their specific re¬ 
covery needs. 

“This inquiry starts to set 
out the sheer scale of this 
problem, the suffering it is 
causing on a daily basis and 
the financial consequences. 

“Its findings cannot be ig¬ 
nored.”

PLAYING fields at the site 
of Scaltback Middle School 
could be used for housing 
in order to develop a “com¬ 
munity led solution” for the 
former school site. 

Suffolk County Council 
said last week that the lease 
for the playing fields on the 
site will be given to Newmar¬ 
ket Rugby Club. 

But, they said, for further 
consultations and planning 
on the site in the future, a 
“small part” of the site may 
be released for housing in 
Newmarket. 

The grant of the lease for 
Newmarket Rugby Club fol¬ 
lows a long and “thorough” 
consultation exercise, which 
resulted in a report to allow 
the council to look at the fu¬ 
ture of the site. 

They were particularly 
looking at how to sustain 
sporting and community use 
for the site - which would 
require further consultation 
and could be funded by re¬ 
leasing some of the site for 
housing. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
County Council said: “The 
details of the arrangements 
for the playing fields will 
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now be drawn up between 
Suffolk County Council and 
the Newmarket Sports De¬ 
velopment Association on 
behalf of the Newmarket 
Rugby Club. 

“For the remainder of the 
site Suffolk County Council 
will now be inviting propos¬ 
als for a partner or operator 
to develop a community led 
solution. 

“Some of the funding for 
this could, subject to further 
consultation and planning, 
be raised by releasing a small 
part of the site for housing.” 

Newmarket Rugby Club 
are pleased with the out¬ 
come of the first consulta¬ 
tion, which has given them 
the lease. 

Robert Voss, speaking on 
behalf of the Newmarket 
Sports Development Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “Since the an¬ 
nouncement of the schools’ 
reorganisation programme 
in 2009, the rugby club have 
been working hard to secure 
its future. 

“Whilst members became 


increasingly frustrated at the 
apparent lack of progress, we 
always had confidence in the 
process and are very pleased 
with the outcome, since this 
will now allow our long term 
development plans to pro¬ 
gress.” 

The new use for the site is 
hoped to pave the way for 
more community groups on 
the site as well as “sustain 
sporting and community 
use”. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabi¬ 
net member for education 
and skills, said: “This lease 
will give the rugby club cer¬ 
tainty over its future on the 
site and enable it to develop 
and grow membership. 

“Combined with further 
planned improvements to 
the pavlion and club house 
facilities, the future for New¬ 
market Rugby looks bright.” 

Future consultations will 
be sent out to the public.

It's time for 
some change 

I DID laugh at the feature in the 
News about Newmarket's latest 
mayor! Whilst I am all for diversity, 
it's sad that yet another town mayor 
comes from the irrelevant world of 
horse-mongering, as indeed did the 
last. 

Does the town actually need a 
mayor? What use are they? 

Over the summer months, it must 
be seriously considered whether the 
Town Council itself is worth keeping, 
or, like in several other towns, it is 
got rid of via a simple public vote. 
(Brierley in Yorkshire has just voted to 
abolish its town council and Bury St 
Edmunds is currently considering the 
same). 

For far too long now, the Town 
Council appears to have been 
acting primarily as a promotional 
device for various private, horse- 
mongering businesses in the town 
- and surrounding areas - rather 
than representing the needs and 
aspirations of the general population 
of the town. 

One need only look at the 'Discover 
Newmarket' offshoot to see the 
former, and the chronic inability to 
permit housing for the latter, despite 
a year-on-year residential growth of 
500 people in the Town Council area 
for the last three years - and it's still 
growing! (Ironically, David Cameron's 
recent directive to build housing on 
brownfield sites, by-passing local 
council objections, may well change 
this situation?) 

Newmarket Town Council has clearly 
become dysfunctional and should be 
abolished at the earliest opportunity. 

It appears incapable of revitalising 
itself, despite elections. In the words 
of England's greatest democrat, Oliver 
Cromwell, "You have sat for too long 
now for any good you have been 
doing. Depart, I say, and let us have 
done with you. In the name of God, 
go!" 

Would the Autumn be too soon for 
a public vote? All that is required 
for this to occur is a petition signed 
by 5% of electorally-registered town 
voters. 


After dealing with the Town Council, 
it may be as well to consider which 
County-level authority may best 
serve the future of the general town 
population - possibly the proposed 
Greater Cambridge Authority, under 
whose remit Newmarket appears 
to have been, provisionally, placed? 
(Newmarket was intended to have 
remained in Cambridgeshire under 
both 1889 and 1974 County Council 
plans). 

What little remains, administratively, 
of Suffolk County Council (1974), is 
highly unlikely to survive the present 
round of radical Council changes 
currently in train. 

For example, Wales is to lose over 
half of its present County and Unitary 
Authorities, down from more than 30 
to around 15; Dorset is amalgamating 
all its District Councils into a 
single authority and Hampshire is 
considering the same. 

It is fair to assume that a lot more 
changes in other areas will follow, 
including locally, so now is a very 
good time to consider where the 
best interests of Newmarket's general 
population may lie in the future. 
Things certainly can't stay as they are.

Mildenhall 


THE work of the Mildenhall branch of 
the Royal British Legion is recognised 
mainly in November, when the 
national Remembrance Day parades 
and celebrations take place at The 
Cenotaph in London's Whitehall, 
headed by H. M. the Queen and 
other members of the Royal 
Family who lay wreaths before the 
March Past of veterans from home 
and overseas. Now recent 
figures announced of the total sum 
collected for the last year [2014/15] 
have revealed that the 
Mildenhall branch, with its 
surrounding villages, almost doubled 
their previous year's record 
in garnering over £15,000 - a total 
which astonished those at a recent 
club meeting. But the 


members have also not forgotten 
that, during the few months after the 
cessation of hostilities in 
mainland Europe, the conflict 
still raged in the Far East sphere, 
before the first and second atomic 
explosions over Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki for the most part brought 
the due surrender of most of the 
Imperial forces of the Japanese 
Emperor in October 1945. Some, of 
course, notably in the remote island 
possessions kept fighting from the 
jungle for several years. 

With men from this Suffolk area 
involved in some of that action, 
including many who worked 
(and died or suffered appalling 
treatment as PoWs), it is fitting that 
on Saturday, 15 August, 
members of the Mildenhall branch 
are this year holding a special 


ceremony in the town, at 
which the great sacrifices of those 
people are to be remembered. 

At 12 noon that day, a short 
ceremony will be held at the King 
Street War Memorial, during which 
the Mildenhall Legion chairman 
Tony Wheble, senior members of 
Suffolk County, Forest Heath District 
and Mildenhall Parish Councils, and 
hopefully the town's M.P also, will lay 
their wreaths to mark the occasion, 
while Last Post 81 Reveille will be 
sounded, with suitable prayers and 
the Exhortations said. 

Afterwards the party will proceed to 
the Jubilee Centre large hall, where 
the branch members are laying on 
refreshments for anyone who wishes 
to attend in support of this special 
occasion, including relatives of any 
former Mildenhall area combatants. 


In parish council terms, many people 
are still alive who remember the late 
Victor Philips, for 3 years a Prisoner 
of War. 

On his return, Victor became deputy 
clerk to the former Mildenhall Rural 
District Council and, with his late 
RDC colleague, Mr Reg Wallis, joint 
clerks to the parish council. The latter 
body's annual members' dinner, 
held every year by the councillors [at 
their own private expense], first 
began to honour Victor and Reg, 
following the pair's retirement from 
olfice.

Got your pennies 
to spend a penny? 


RESIDENTS and visitors to Burwell 
and Fordham could soon be charged 
to spend a penny in the area’s public 
toilets. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, which is responsible for 
nine toilets in Burwell, Fordham, Lit- 
tleport and Ely, launched a review 
this year to assess the way its public 
conveniences are currently run. 

The council says the review also 
assessed the current state of the loos, 
which cost over £200,000 a year to 
run and maintain - and looked at 
how other cities and towns manage 
their toilets. 

A public consultation is being 
launched to ask people how they 
would feel about being charged to 
use the toilets in Ely, Littleport, Ford¬ 
ham and Burwell. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of

the council’s commercial services 
committee, said: “We are progressing 
well with our review into the public 
conveniences which has involved 
assessing the investment required 
to keep the toilets as they are to how 
much it would cost to improve them 
to a higher standard. 

“We have also spent a lot of time 
looking at what other authorities 
do, which we have uncovered is to 
charge a small amount which then 
goes to improve the facilities. 

“This is an option which we think 
is worth testing with the public to see 
what they think. 

“The toilets in the district currently 
cost over £200,000 a year to maintain 
so our review is looking at the best 


way to meet these costs and keep all 
of the facilities open. 

“This is your chance to have your 
say and we really want to hear what 
you have to say.” 

Members of the commercial ser¬ 
vices committee are being asked to 
approve the outline of the public 
consultation when they meet this 
week. 

The public consultation will then 
be launched later this summer for 
local comments.

Ten arrests 
after men 
seen running 
from lorry 

TEN men thought to be from 
South Africa were arrested 
on Wednesday morning on 
suspicion of illegally entering 
the UK. 

Police were called at 10.10am 
on Wednesday to reports the 
men had fled from a lorry on 
the A14 at Newmarket on the 
junction with the A142. 

Witnesses reported a group 
of 20 or more black men leaving 
the lorry and escaping from 
the scene. Police then said the 
number on the lorry was lower 
than first thought. 

A search of the area was taken 
by the police, including use of 
the police helicopter, and local 
residents reported police dog 
units searching areas in both 
Newmarket and Exning. 

Seven men were detained at 
the scene and another three 
were detained in Exning later. 

Sgt Mark Robinson said: "A 
number of reports were received 
from witnesses who saw a group 
of men leaving a lorry. 

"These varied widely in the 
number of people said to have 
been seen and following further 
investigation, including an 
extensive search of the vehicle, 
we now believe the number 
to be far less than originally 
reported. 

"A thorough search of the area 
was carried out, which included 
the use of air support and no 
further people were traced. 

"We would continue to ask for 
anyone with information to call 
us on 101." 

All of those arrested were 
taken to Bury St Edmunds Police 
Investigation Centre to be 
questioned. 

Home Office Immigration 
Enforcement will be notified by 
officers. 

Any witnesses to the incident 
are being asked to call Suffolk 
Police on 101 quoting CAD 
number 124 of July 22.

Man on terror charge 


A MAN appeared in court last 
week on suspicion of planning a 
terror attack on an American air 
base - with RAF Mildenhall or 
RAF Lakenheath being alleged 
targets. 

lunead Ahmed Khan, 24, was 
in the Old Bailey where it was al¬ 
leged he planned to stage a car 
accident and run over an Ameri¬ 
can serviceman. 

The Telegraph reported that 
the delivery driver, from Luton, 
had “discreetly monitored” the 
bases at RAF Mildenhall and 
RAF Lakenheath while he was at 
work. 

He was alleged to have 
planned to run them over or 
crash into their vehicle before 
attacking them with a knife and

detonating a suicide vest with 
the charge dating between May 
10, 2015, and July 14, 2015. 

Khan’s arrest was linked to the 
cancellation of a luly 4 celebra¬ 
tion party at RAF Feltwell. 

The event was cancelled by 
base bosses due to an “increased 
terror threat”. 

A spokeswoman from RAF 
Lakenheath said: “We can con¬ 
firm this is why the event was 
cancelled. 

“However we cannot discuss 
details while the investigation is 
ongoing. 

“Authorities from the UK and 
US, both military and civilian, 


will work together continually 
when addressing security con¬ 
cerns.” 

He appeared in court along¬ 
side his uncle Shazib Ahmed- 
Khan, 22, with whom he is joint¬ 
ly charged with an offence of 
planning to travel to Syria to join 
Islamic State (IS) - also known 
as Isil. 

It is alleged that between Au¬ 
gust 1, 2014, and May 10 2015 
with the “intention of commit¬ 
ting acts of terrorism, they en¬ 
gaged in conduct in preparation 
for giving effect to that inten¬ 
tion”. 

The court heard that in prepa¬ 
ration for alleged travel to Syria, 
the men looked into buying 
combat wear. 


Both men were arrested in 
an operation involving officers 
from the national counter-ter¬ 
rorism network. 

Another man, in his 30s, was 
also detained. He was released 
without charge. 

Searches were carried out at 
two addresses in the Luton area. 
Scotland Yard said the activity 
was part of an ongoing investi¬ 
gation into Islamist-related ter¬ 
rorism. 

The men were remanded in 
custody to appear at the Old Bai¬ 
ley on August 10.

Tributes paid to 
fourth crash victim

TRIBUTES have been paid to the 
fourth victim of the horrific crash in 
Worlington. 

Christopher Merchant, 28, of Folly 
Road in Mildenhall, died in the two 
car crash, in which the BMW he was 
travelling in burst into flames. 

Matthew Grant, 24, of Churchill 
Drive in Mildenhall, William Dyal, 
77, known as John, and his wife Hel¬ 
en Dyal, 75, from Prickwillow in Ely, 
were also named as victims. 

Mr Grant and Mr Merchant were 
travelling in a BMW M3 and Mr and 
Mrs Dyal were in a Hyundai i30 
on the B1102 Freckenham Road at 
about 8.15pm on Friday, July 17. 

The cars collided and the BMW 
crashed into a garden where it 
caught fire. The four victims were 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

In a statement, Mr Merchant’s fam¬ 
ily paid tribute to the popular lorry

driver. They said: “Chris was known 
as Blerch, a loving and much loved 
son, brother, uncle, cousin, godfa¬ 
ther and amazing friend to many. 

“With a passion for football, he 
was a dedicated Spurs fan and de¬ 
voted much of his spare time playing 
for local teams. 

“Playing music on his decks with 
his boys was also a great love, attend¬ 
ing music festivals and a keen gar¬ 
dener. Chris packed it all in, with his 
charismatic character always a smile 
and a laugh with everyone.” 

They continued: “Chris threw 
himself into every challenge and 
made his family very proud when 
he worked hard to obtain a HGV1 
license with flying colours, passing 


every element first time. 

“Chris always had time for the 
children in his life, especially his 
new niece and his little nephew who 
adored him.

A PROPERTY in Soham 
looks set to be demolished 
to make way for new homes, 
including apartments.

A MAN who abused so¬ 
cial services after his son 
was placed for adoption 
has been given a sus¬ 
pended jail term.

Hancock’s behaviour. 

He said people had to 
obey the law and obey 
court orders. The judge 
was told that Hancock 
had apologised.

Burglar must 
pay back f 7k 


A MAN who was involved 
in burgling nearly 40 homes 
across three counties, in¬ 
cluding homes in Newmar¬ 
ket, that saw him reap prof¬ 
its of more than £70,000 has 
been ordered by a judge to 
hand over his remaining as¬ 
sets. 

But although Traian Vasi- 
luta benefited from his 
crimes by tens of thousands 
of pounds, he now has just 
£7,318 left, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard. 

Vasiluta, who in Novem¬ 
ber was jailed for seven 
years and four months, had 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
to burgle. 

Among the properties 
targeted by Vasiluta were 
homes in Brookfields Close, 
Newmarket. 

Other properties were 
targeted across Suffolk, in¬ 
cluding Redshank Close in 
Haverhill, and also homes in 
Cambridgeshire including 
Albert Road in Stow-Cum- 
Quy.

Vasiluta, of Martin Road, 
Ipswich, was one member of 
a three man gang who used 
homemade tools in their 
raids. 

They would use them to 
smash open windows and 
patio doors which would 
normally be considered re¬ 
sistant to attack. 

Raids at homes across 
Suffolk, Norfolk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire resulted in the 
theft of not only jewellery 
and electrical goods being 
stolen by the three, but also 
duvets, kitchen utensils and 
food. 

Police linked the men to 
their vast number of crimes 
across the counties thanks 
to photos they had taken 
of each other on mobile 
phones at the scenes. 

Distinctive prints made 
by trainers worn by the bur¬ 
glars also helped identify 


them. 

The hearing was told that 
specialist financial investi¬ 
gators had established Vasi- 
luta’s benefit from the 38 
burglaries he admitted was 
£70,194. 

Mr Recorder Ian Evans or¬ 
dered Vasiluta to hand over 
his last remaining funds of 
£7,318 within the next four 
months. 

Failure to comply with 
that deadline will result in 
a further four months im¬ 
prisonment on his seven 
year and four month current 
sentence. 

When Vasiluta and his 
two co-offenders were sen¬ 
tenced, the court heard that 
Vasiluta was detained when 
police stopped a car in Ip¬ 
swich. 

They then discovered 
that Vasiluta had a window 
smashing device on a cord 
around his neck. 

He was also in possession 
of stolen property when he 
was stopped.

Knife attacker 
is behind bars

A MAN who stabbed a shop¬ 
per without warning or prov¬ 
ocation at a petrol station in 
Soham has been jailed. 

Edward Parker, of Orchard 
Row, Soham, stabbed his 
34-year-old victim at the BP 
station in Fordham Road on 
September 4 last year. 

His victim was looking at 
the sandwiches in the shop 
area of the station when he 
was stabbed in the abdomen 
with a large knife. 

Parker did not know his vic¬ 
tim, who was left with a 4cm 
deep wound which required

surgery. 

Parker was found guilty 
of wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm 
after a trial at King’s Lynn 
Crown Court in May. 

Last week at Norwich 
Crown Court he was sen¬ 
tenced to five years in prison. 

When released he will then 
spend a further five years on 
parole. 

DC Peter Ware, from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police, said: 
“Parker was a complete stran¬ 


ger to the victim so he would 
have had no warning at all of 
what he was about to do. 

“It was a terrifying attack 
and it’s only luck that the in¬ 
jury was not more serious or 
even fatal. 

“The incident also caused 
a great deal of distress to sev¬ 
eral witnesses and no doubt 
lots of concern among local 
people.

5: The band's track record has been 
impressive, including a stack of hit singles 
including number one smash Ruby. In total, 
up to August last year they had sold an eye¬ 
popping 1.1 million singles, making them one 
among the Brit best-sellers of the noughties. 

6: Their best song, though, remains the 
poppy, sparky, witty takedown of British 
boozing culture and big nights out I Predict A 
Riot. 

7: Ricky Wilson underwent quite the 


transformation from choirboy-cheeked stocky 
stamper to lithe, slick TV star in time for his 
debut season as a chair-swivelling judge on The 
Voice. 

8: The band visited Cambridge as the 
opening band on the NME Tour line-up of 2005 
(supporting - and pretty much upstaging, from 
what I can remember - Killers, Futureheads and 
Bloc Party).

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Burwell unable to climb 
the Hill in Granta defeat 


LEWYS Hill was the man to produce 
a match-winning performance for 
Cambridge Granta as their 74-run 
derby success over Burwell took 
them to the top of the Gibbs Denley 
East Anglian Premier League. 

He began by hitting 63 not out 
in an unbroken 101-run stand with 
Michael Pepper (31 not out) to get 
the hosts from 138 for 6 to 239 
for 6 at the end of their reduced 
allocation of 55 overs. 

And he followed it up by taking 
a wicket in his first over - gobbling 
up a nice caught and bowled to 
remove Merrick Fuller - to finish 
with figures of 2 for 21 as the new 
leaders dismissed their rivals for 
165. 


The home team took full 
advantage of Swardeston's match at 
Horsford being cancelled due to the 
previous day's heavy rain, and they 
are now in pole position with seven 
fixtures remaining. 

The role played by groundsman 
Robbie Nightingale, who had 
assistance from former Granta 
skipper and qualified groundsman 
Alan Hobbs - his hands having 
looked after Fenner's and 
Edgbaston in the past - cannot 
be underestimated, as getting the 
match on at Clare College Sports 
Ground after an hour's delay was a 
triumph in itself. 

And Burwell captain Peter Richer, 
who looked to get the upper hand 



after winning the toss and putting 
Granta in, felt his side were lacking 
a dominant figure in their run 
chase. 

"We needed someone to step up 
and take ownership of the innings, 
and that never really happened," 
said Richer, who saw Barrie 
Forrester-Smith top-score with 36.

A STRONG all-round performance from 
Burwell II saw them overcome relegation- 
threatened Saffron Walden II in the Tucker 
Gardner League, Division One. 

Walden won the toss and batted first, 
making an impressive start.

Ed Fletcher, 16, then opened the 
batting with Manish Burman (35) and scored 
a superb 92 to help Burwell reach 232 with 
seven wickets left.

Maldon batted first but were all out for 183 
as Craig Woollard (4 for 40) and Steve Flack (3 
for 40) did most of the damage with the ball.

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Postponed secures 
glory for Cumani 



LUCA Cumani celebrated one of the 
most significant victories of his career 
as Postponed came of age when edging 
out old sparring partner Eagle Top in a 
pulsating renewal of the King George VI 
And Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot. 

While the late defection of Derby 
and Eclipse winner Golden Horn 
may have robbed the Group One 
midsummer highlight of much of 
its gloss, it still served up a thrilling 
conclusion to evoke memories of the 
epic finish fought out in the race by 
Grundy and Bustino 40 years ago. 

Unlike when the pair battled it out 
in the Hardwicke Stakes at the Royal 
meeting last month, the chance of a 
hard-luck story this time was slim, 
with Romsdal setting a good gallop 
from the start. 

To ensure there would be no repeat 
of their latest battle, Andrea Atzeni, re¬ 
placing Adam Kirby aboard Postponed, 
positioned his mount just in behind 
the early leader. 

Frankie Dettori, who had switched 
to Eagle Top in light of Golden Horn’s 
absence, was content to anchor his 
mount at the rear of the field. 

There was little change in position 
until Postponed ranged up on Romsdal 
at the three-furlong pole to set his stall 
for home. 

Racing on down to the furlong pole, 
it looked as though John Gosden was in 
line to win the race for a second succes¬ 
sive year as Eagle Top bridged the gap 
between the pair, before briefly going on. 

It was not to be, though, as Postponed 
demonstrated the best of his battling 
qualities to get his head back in front at 
the right time and prevail by a nose. 

Cumani said: “Being the pessimist, 
I didn’t think we had won it. I had got 
my hopes up all the way up the straight 
but I had thought they robbed us. 

“It was a courageous performance 
and Andrea gave him a wonderful ride. 

“He had two prep races over a mile- 
and-a-quarter, which he acquitted 
himself very well over distances which 
were a bit tight for him, and then the 
Hardwicke is a race best forgotten for 
all the reasons that we know. 


“Of course I am delighted as I have 
been second three times in this race. 

“I wanted to win it badly and we did it. 
It was immensely pleasurable and I feel 
very proud of both the horse and jockey. 

“I would have thought that the 
natural progression is the Arc, which is 
another big challenge taking on Treve, 
Jack Hobbs and Golden Horn, but he 
is King George winner so he won’t be 
going back to Catterick.” 

While the Arc may be his next 
major target this season, winning 
owner Sheikh Mohammed Ob aid A1 
Maktoum says Postponed will be kept 
in training next season. 

He said: “He was already entered 


in the Arc but we will definitely go 
for it now as we know he acts on this 
ground. I will also be keeping him in 
training next year.” 

While the result of the photo-finish 
may not have gone in his favour, Gos¬ 
den was still pleased with the effort of 
Eagle Top and Romsdal, who finished 
third. 

He said: “Eagle Top ran a great race. 
He was forced wide to come round 
the Italian horse in the straight which 
probably cost him. He will come back 
next year to try win it. 

“Romsdal also ran a lovely race.” 

Meanwhile, Dettori steered Galileo 
Gold to an impressive success in the 


Qatar Vintage Stakes at Goodwood. 

Trained by Hugo Palmer, who only 
recently tasted Classic glory with Irish 
Oaks heroine Covert Love, Galileo Gold 
was a 9-2 chance following successive 
wins at Salisbury and Haydock and he 
made it a treble with a three-quarter- 
length victory. 

Dettori said: “It was a strong wind 
and everyone was trying to get cover. 
They are two-year-olds, so they’re 
bound to run around a bit in the 
straight, but he showed a good attitude 
and I was very impressed. 

“I got a good run through on the 
inside, he was very brave and 
quickened up very well.”
